Toronto this year has the distinc- 
tion of being the point chosen for 
recognition of Canada’s 100 years of 
postal administration and first post- 
age stamps. Philatelists, of course, 
are the moving spirits in this event 
— CAPEX, Sept. 21st-29th, Toronto, 
Canada — First Canadian Interna- 
tional Philatelic Exhibition. Though 
not exactly on the actual date of 
appearance of Canada's first postage 
stamp 100 years ago (which was 
April 23, 1851) the September dating 
does fall in the season, or near seas- 
on, annually given over to philatelic 
conventions and doings. In this re- 
spect CAPEX will see the ingather- 
ing at Toronto of the faithful from 
many of the philatelic societies and 
organizations of the North American 
continent for their annual meetings 
and conventions. The exhibition itself 
will be the biggest philatelic event in 
Canada's history with outstanding 
exhibits of stamps from near and far 
as the sub-title “International” inti- 
mates. Over the past year or more 
mention regularly has been made of 
this forthcoming event in the lay and 
philatelic press as well as CAPEX’s 
own publications. We feel it is so 
well known by now that for us to add

more would be to belabour the point. 
Rather we wish a brief word for our- 
selves. 

With so much appearing in print 
about CAPEX (and yet to appear) it 
may have been anticipated “Popular 
Stamps” would go overboard in pro- 
ducing a big CAPEX number. We had 
our big “100” edition in 1948 and 
coincidently that was in April of that 
year. It celebrated the issue of our 
one-hundredth issue — not 100 years 
— as Canada’s postage stamp did 
this last April. That “100” edition 
gave us a feeling of satisfaction in 
having reached a point in publishing 
a philatelic publication that was a 
bit rare in Canada. The next big 
moment will be a “200” edition (D.V.) 
around 1962 — if this old world 
hangs together that long. For now, 
we have no designs on detracting 
from full attention to CAPEX and 
its tribute to the Centennial of Can- 
ada’s postage by bringing out an 
oversize publication on the strength 
of impressing visitors to the event 
who may see our publication for the 
first time. There will be a bit more 
to this September issue but not to 
the extent to vary greatly from the 
month to month output of this peri- 
odical.

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FIRST CLASS POSTAGE RATES 
DURING 100 YEARS 


Prior to the 3d Beaver stamp, when 
stampless covers were used the rate 
of postage for a first class private 
letter posted in Canada was governed 


by distance it travelled, running 
from 3d to a shilling or better. With 
advent of the 3d Beaver a half-ounce 
letter had a uniform domestic rate of 
3 pence, nominally 6c decimal cur- 
rency. Throughout the 100 years 
since then Canada has enjoyed a fair- 
ly cheap postal service. In passing it 
might be noted that the cost of post- 
age for a first class letter was 
shaved a bit with introduction of 
decimal currency when the 5c Beaver 
came into use July 1,, 1859. By April 
1868 the rate was reduced to 3c when 
we had the large Queen's head stamp 
which gave way to the small Queen's 
head two years later. This latter 
stamp design holds the long distance 
record of 27 years service. 

Followed by the Jubilee issue and 
elder Queen's head stamp the next 
rate change broke in with the 1898 
map stamp which introduced Imper- 
ial penny postage (2c) within the 
Empire. Two-cent first class letter 
postage continued several years, on 
through the reign of Edward VII and 
into that of Geo. V. War then made 
the first call for increased postage 
and in April, 1915, during First 
World War I we had a 1c War Tax 
stamp and first class letters raised 
to 3c. This rate continued until July 
1926 when the service reverted to 
the 2c rate but returned to the 83c 
rate in July 1931. This latter rate 
continued until during World War II 
the rate was upped to 4c in 1943 and 
is still in effect. 

Completing the record, with air- 
mail coming in 1928 we had our first 
airmail stamp, a 5e denomination, 
which was upped to 6e in 1932. Since 
then the lc extra was added to air- 
mail stamps at the same time as the 
increase took place on surface haul 
letters . In 1942-43 came the air mail 
special delivery stamps, 16c, later 
17c denomination. 

In early times there was an ob- 
long regisctration stamp. In Novem- 
ber 1875 it was a 2c one for letters 
within Canada, 5c to the United

States and 8c to the United King- 


é 


dom. These stamps covered the regis- 
tration fee only and were discontin- 
ued in the early nineties. Later the 
registration fee was 10c. 

A 10c Special delivery stamp ap- 
peared in 1898. This fee was revised 
to 20c in 1921 to revert back to 10c 
in 1939. (Note: Special delivery ser- 
vice is confined to the limits of 
cities only). 

In conclusion and getting away 
from first class letters there have 
been put into effect this year a num- 
ber of rate changes of far-reaching 
effect and fitting to be included in 
this article. The long-time privilege 
of mailing 3rd class matter for le 
for first two ounces was raised to 2c 
in April. Substantial increases were 
also made in April on parcel post. 
The one-cent post card also went by 
the board and is now two-cents. And 
minimum registration fee was boost- 
ed from 10c to 20c. 

Reaching further, the postage 
charge to publishers on newspapers 
and periodicals was upped around 50 
percent in July. Thus is given a brief 
summary of postal rates in one 
branch of the Post Office service in 
the past 100 years.

WORLD'S RARITY AT CAPEX 

Toronto, Ont., August 22. — The 
rarest and most valuable stamp in 
the world, the 1856 British Guiana 
cne cent stamp (Scott No. 13, listed 
at $50,000) will be amone the phila- 
telic gems on display at the Canad- 
ian International Stamp Exhibition in 
the Automotive Building, Toronto, 
from September 21 to 29, is was an- 
nounced today by V. G. Greene, presi- 
dent of Capex. 

In 1878 the world’s rarest stamp 
was discovered by a young collector, 
L. Vernon Vaughan, who was search- 
ing through the family papers at his 
home in British Guiana for stamps 
for his collection. As it was not very 
attractive and since there was no 
place for it in his own album, he sold 
it to a neighbour, N. R. McKinnon, 
for six shillings. It was then sold as 
part of a collection five years later 
to a Liverpool dealer, Thomas Rid- 
path, for 110 pounds. 

Soon afterwards Baron von Ferrari 
of Paris purchased the stamp for 
about $750 which was considered a 
very high price for a provisional 
about which little was known. 

Like most great stamps it almost 
found its way into a postal museum 
when Ferrari bequeathed his tre- 
mendous collection to the Berlin 
Postal Museum. However, the French 
Government intervened and confis- 
cated the collection as reparations 
and sold it at auction in 1922. 

At the Ferrari sale spirited bidding 
took place when this rare philatelic 
gem was offered. Finally Arthur 
Hind became its owner for $37,000. 

Following Hind’s death the stamp 
came into the possession of his 
widow. In August, 1940, she sold the 
stamp for approximately $45,000 to 
Finbar Kenny, then manager of 
Macy’s Stamp Department, who pur- 
chased the rarity for its present own- 
er who wishes to remain anonymous.

#141 — Prince Edward Island 
#10—4'4,d Wide Gutter 

In Hollow Tree packet #29 of May 
1949, I raised the question as to 
where the gutter blocks came from 
for this issue. Supposedly they were 
printed in sheets of 120, made up of 
two vertical panes of 60. Then why 
the wide horizontal gutter blocks? 
For some time now I’ve had the an- 
swer but have been tardy in bring- 
ing my reporting up to date. 

I recently acquired a complete 
right pane of 60. Actually, these 
panes had originally been intended 
to be issued in panes of 30, as were 
many other P.E.I. issues, for there 
is the wide gutter running horizon- 
tally between the fifth and sixth 
horizontal rows of stamps. Instead of 
cutting them into panes of 30, they 
were cut into vertical panes of 60 
and a row of perforations runs 
through the wide gutter where 
original intentions apparently were 
to cut,

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Those Labrador Essays 


By Fred Jarrett 

The Labrador ‘essays’ have been 
fully written up in the past hence 
there is no necessity of going over 
the ground again. I feel, however, 
that I owe it to collectors to correct 
an error that occurred in my 1929 
book, an error that has caused many 
to pay more for these bogus, though 
highly interesting labels, than they 
are worth. 

When I was gathering material for 
my book these labels were known to 
me, in the 5c, 25c and $1 denomina- 
tions. A Montreal collector of good 
repute informed me that he had three 
Labrador covers prepaid with dollar 
stamps, and on the strength of this 
information I foolishly gave a two- 
column listing, used and unused, in- 
tending to leave the value blank in 
the unused column, and place a tenta- 
tive value of $10.00 on the used speci- 
mens. The printers put the $10.00 
value under the unused column 
and the error was not caught 
Consequently they have continued to 
appear in auction catalogues with 
that ridiculous valuation and I am 
frequently pained to have collectors 
tell me what a bargain they got — 
paying two or three dollars, some- 
times as much as five dollars. They 
are worth about a dollar. I must say, 
however, that the two lower values 
haven’t been offered, and may not 
exist in anything like the quantities 
that applied to the $1 label. 

Nate for the uninformed: LABRA- 
DOR ESSAYS — gummed labels, in 
two colors, reading “Labrador U.S. 
Postage” purporting to prepay post- 
age on letters and parcels from Lab- 
rador in the absence of any official 
Government mail service.

P. O. DEPT. ANNOUNCEMENT 
Postal Centennial Issue F. D. Covers 


On September 24th, 1951, four 
postage stamps will be released to 
commemorate the Centeninal of the 
Transfer of the Administration of the 
Postal Services to British North Am- 
erica as well as the Centenary of the 


first Canadian postage stamp. 

The new series of stamps will be 
on sale at all the principal Canadian 
Post Offices on September 24th and 
also in Toronto at the International 
Stamp Exhibition Post Office in the 
Automotive Building. This will be the 
only Post Office using the special 
Official First Day of Issue Cancella- 
tion. 

The Canadian Association for Phil- 
atelic Exhibitions will exclusively 
service those covers ordered of the 
4c, 5c, Te and 15c stamps to be is- 
sued on September 24th. Deadline is 
September 22nd. 

Collectors wishing to obtain first 
day covers prepaid with stamps of 
this new issue should forward their 
self-addressed covers to, “Capex,” 70 
Bloor St. West, Toronto 5, Ont., well 
in advance of September 24th. The 
covers will be serviced, cancelled and 
mailed on the day of issue. All covers 
will be returned by ordinary mail un- 
less it is specifically requested that 
they be returned by registered or air 
mail. In addition to the cost of post- 
age required to be affixed to the cov- 
ers at ordinary, air mail or registered 
mail rates, (4c, Te or 24c respectively 
minimum postage), collectors must 
include in their remittance sufficient 
money to pay the Association’s ser- 
vice fee as follows: 


5c for each cover with one stamp 
to be affixed and returned by 
ordinary or air mail. 
10c for each cover with complete 
set of 4 stamps affixed and 
returned by ordinary, air or 
registered mail. . 

10c for each cover to be returned 
by registered mail regardless 
of the number of stamps to be 
affixed. 

The covers are to be addressed by 
the collector and forwarded, under 
cover, to “Capex”, 70 Bloor St. West, 
Toronto 5, together with a covering 
remittance. To avoid damage please 
insert fillers and turn in flaps of all 
covers. The necessary space should 
be allowed if blocks are requested. 
Requests for first day covers must 
not include orders for mint stamps. 
The Post Office Department will not 
handle first day covers.

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The Color of Canadian Stamps, 
and Color Itself

The colors of Canadian stamps un- 
til recently have been sound, sensible, 
and on the whole very satisfactory. 


Then there came a change. It is sur- 
prising how that sometimes a re- 
mark, a word or a fleeting thought 
will lead one’s mind along devious 
lines of thought. Soon you will 
wonder whatever started you out and 
where will it all end. Will it work 
itself out to a logical and useful 
conclusion? Well, that will all de- 
pend on how far you will help the 
ideas, etc., by directing your atten- 
tion and study. 

You may ask now, what has this 
to do with Canadian stamps and 
their colors? Frankly what started 
me, was this famous and so popular 
3 pence Beaver stamp that has 
reached its 100th birthday. Perhaps 
many of you did not know that that 
event was on April 23rd last. The 
London Philatelic Society was awake 
to this fact and crystallized the idea 
of celebrating the date in some fit- 
ting manner. They had prepared an 
excellent cut of a block of four of 
these stamps, which they proposed 
to imprint on envelopes for a real 
100 year cover with real postmarks 
too. They wanted to imprint the cut 
on the covers in the original color of 
the 3d Beaver stamp. Right there 
they hit an impassible wall, for the 
P.O. Dept. has a ruling or law that 
no imprints of stamps can be in any 
color but black. So in black it was 
printed. But there was a line or two 
of wording which the writer wanted 
(at least those lines) to be in the 
color of the original stamps. The 
printer very obligingly blended 
shades of ink to make as close a 
match as possible. The resulting cov- 
er was very pleasing to look at. 

Then to carry out the idea of 100 
years, they used the special Cana- 
dian stamps the P.O. issued to com- 
memorate 100 years of responsible 
Government in Canada. Then going 
still further, they wanted the can-

cellation of cities that used the 3p 
Beaver stamps on April 23rd in 1851 
—just 100 years ago. Among these 
were Montreal, Quebec, Ottawa, To- 
ronto and London. Of course there 
were other cities or rather towns 
100 years ago but these were chosen 
as representative. Just at the last 
moment, I discovered that there was 
a small post office that had never 
grown up, and in this little P.O. re- 
posed one of the cancelling devices 
sent out by the P.O. Dept. 100 years 
ago to be used to “deface” the nice 
new Beaver stamps. I refer to the 
target cancellation. So we were able 


- to secure a few covers through this 


post office on which was used the 
target cancel and as well the date 
stamp. 


Anticipated Centennial 


Back in 1947 when the United 
States celebrated their 100 years of 
adhesive postage stamps, some mem- 
bers of the London Philatelic Society 
got an idea that it would be very 
nice and fitting if Canada would in 
1951 celebrate in like manner. At 
our next meeting a resolution was 
duly passed and forwarded to the 
government and as well to several 
other philatelic societies that such a 
celebration be held. A further re- 
solution was sent along at the same 
time that a special stamp be issued 
to commemorate the issuing of the 
3p Beaver stamp in 1851 and to be 
rather explicit we suggested a re- 
issue of the 3p Beaver stamp but, as 
our currency is now in cents, it was 
suggested that the stamp be a 3 cent 
Beaver stamp, by changing the word 
“Pence” to “Cents”. Would it not 
have been just too nice for words 
if the P.O. Dept. had adopted this 
Suggestion and have given us a 3 
cent Beaver stamp in the color of 
the original? Most of us are heartily 
in accord with this. But the powers 
that be have seen fit to issue a set 
of stamps for the 100 years com- 
memoration, viz. 4c,, 5c, 7e and 15c. 
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This last one is the first 15c stamp 
Canada has issued since 1908 and as 
it is the highest value of this new 
set, it has been accorded the honor 
of being the “Beaver” stamp. But 
it shows only a miniature of the 3p 
Beaver stamp. The P.O. Dept. claims 
this stamp is printed in a color 


matching the original but I have 


been informed that the. color is some- 
what of a rosy. pink color, perhaps 
similar to the new 4c stamp of the 
Premier. series. 


It would be a very ‘long stretch of 


your “color” imagination to call this 
new 4e stamp color that .of the ori- 
ginal 3p Beaver stamp. By the time 


this paper will be in print and before. 


your eyes, you .may have seen the 
actual stamp and drawn. your own 
conclusion about the color. Report 
has. it. that. the P.O.. Dept., greatly 
favored. a select. | few in New York 


City a few weeks ago, when they 


sent one of the officials of the Dept. 
down to New York with sheets of 
the new: centenary stamps. I have 
heard no comments about them since, 
so perhaps we will have to wait till 
they are issued on September 24th in 
Toronto at, “Capex”. The other day 
I was asked what “Capex” was. Of 
course every reader of this paper 
knows what “Capex” is. 7 

All this preamble came into my 


mind; just as I started to get this. 


paper into copy for the printer. This 
goes to show how one’s thoughts can 
be detoured and carried far out to 
sea. However, they have been put 
down and I hope will be pleasant 
reading. 

I had started out loriginally to 
tabulate the colors of Canadian 
stamps and I placed them in groups, 
such as green, blue, yellow, red, 
brown, purple and black. Then for 
example into green, I put all kinds 
of green, as blue green, yellow 
green, deep green and of course just 
plain green. Here is my final tabu- 
lation of the postage issues only,— 
green had the most stamps viz. 45, 
then reds with 38, blue 34, violet 
28, brown 26, yellow and orange 23, 
black and grays 14. Then, when I 
had gone this far, it occurred to me 
that a few words about color itself 
might be interesting. 
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Wonders of Color 
Color is a wonderful thing. I don’t 
like to call something so wonderful 
as color, “a thing,” but I'll let it go 
at that for the lack of a better word. 


Of course color is wonderful and one 
of the real wonders of tht world. 
How terrible it would be if. every- 
thing in the world was only one 
color. Take your choice of a color

and meditate on it for awhile. Try 


to: think what effect it would have 


on you, if everything were, shall we 


say, green, red or blue. 

Colors do have profound effects on 
any of us. Some stimulate us, others 
depress us. 


When God created the’. 
world and everything in the world,” 


He in His~infinite wisdom created: 
all these wonderful: colors in the’ 
things that grow, in the~ hidden 


treasures in the earth beneath: our’ 


feet in the form of precious stones 
and: minerals, in the colors: of the 


birds in the air, and in ‘the colors 
of: the fish in the waters. When we: 
look at. a color, seldom ‘do we ‘stop: 
to think, how was this color’ pro:: 
duced. True an emerald was created 
a green color, and a ruby 'a red color, 


foliage was created green and the 


flowers had their colors placed: in 
in’ the 


them — so too the colors 
plumage of birds. 


Now, let’s come to unieke or day- 
light or artificial light and it is what: 
we might call white light. Let’s take 


a beam of this white light and’ trans- 
mit it through a triangular’ prism 
of clear glass and it spreads out be- 


\ 


fore your eyes in the seven colors 


of the rainbow, which God placed, 


in the sky or the cloud as a token 
of His promise to never again de- 
stroy life on the earth by a flood 
as He did in the days of Noah. These 
colors are red, orange, yellow, green, 
blue, indigo and violet. 
the order of these and that red is 
at one side of the rainbow and violet 
at the other side. When these colors 
are placed on a wall, after passing 
though the prism, they form a band 
with the red at one end and violet 
at the other end. 

Let’s digress a moment. Each of 
you have at some time tossed stones 
in the waters of a peaceful pond and 
watched the ripples or waves radiate 
out from the point where the stone 


Remember 
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entered the water. If you drop in 
a larger stone, larger waves will 
travel out. So you have small waves 
closer together and larger waves 
farther apart. 

Wave Lengths in Color 


Now coming back to the colors of 
the rainbow. Each color is produced 
by waves in the light and these 
waves have been measured and 
counted. Just as the waves you caus- 
ed by the stone produced vibrations 
in the water, so certain vibrations 
are travelling through light and each 
color has a wave length and vibra- 
tion rate of its own. It has been cal- 
culated that sunlight travels at a 
rate of 186,660 miles per second. 
Sunlight has been shown to consist 
of 7 colors, so all the colors travel 
at the same rate, yet each color has 
a different wave length, measured 
from peak to peak. Therefore each 
color has a different number of 
vibrations per second. Red for ex- 
ample has 477 billion vibrations or 
waves per second, while orange has 
506 billion, yellow 535 billion, green 
577 billion, blue 622 billion, indigo 
658 billion, and violet 699 billion. 

Thus, for the theory of color as 
registered by our eyes, an article 
that appears red to our eyes has ab- 
sorbed all the vibrations of all the 
other colors and reflected the red 
vibrations to our eyes, which tells 
us its red. When all vibrations are 
reflected our eyes say white and if 
all vibrations are absorbed and none 
reflected our eyes say black. Now 
our eyes can register vibrations from 
the red to the violet but beyond the 
red and also beyond the violet of the 
rainbow or the band of the spectrum 
are vibrations which we cannot see 
with our eyes. Those beyond the red 
are vibrations which produce heat. 


This was discovered by holding 
a thermometer in each of the 
colors and it was found that 
the temperature rose as you ap- 


proached the red from the violet 
and when you went beyond the 
red it rose rapidly. Then going out 
beyond the violet and using experi- 
mentally a photographic film, it was 
found that it was affected by the 
invisible vibrations or waves which 
acted in a chemical manner on the 
chemicals of the film’s emulsion. 
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These chemical waves or rays can- 
not be seen but their effects can be 
seen and are used for very bene- 
ficial purposes, such as the actinic 
rays for their very powerful germi- 
cidal effects and the X-rays for 
checking fractures and other medical 
procedures. 

Now you will surely agree with 
me that color, light and all those 
things that were created are really 
and marvelously wonderful. We can- 
not truly comprehend it all, as it is 
too wonderful for our finite minds 
to understand the why and wherefor 
of it all, but we have been enabled 
to scratch the surface of many 
things, which should make us sit 
back and marvel in amazement at 
the wonder of it all. 


Color, Shades and Tints 


In art or the trades the term color 
is applied to that combination of 
substances which produces any de- 
sired color, shade or tint. The colors 
of the spectrum have to be distin- 
guished from color used in reference 
to pigments. The pigments red, blue 
and yellow, regarded in the arts as 
the primary colors, produce effects 
when mixed very different from 
those produced by mixing the corres- 
ponding colors of the spectrum. Tak- 
ing the aforementioned pigments, we 
can produce other colors or second- 
ary colors. Thus, if you mix or blend 
red and yellow, we have orange. 
Mixing yellow and blue you make 
green. If you mix red and blue you 
make violet. Red, blue or yellow can- 
not be made from any combination 
whatever and that is why they are 
called primary colors. Orange, green 
and violet are then what are called 
secondary colors. Shades and tints 
are variations made by varying the 
mixed ingredients. The art of pro- 
ducing shades or tints has fast be- 
come a very complicated and inter- 
esting profession. Underlying it all 
is a deep knowledge of organic 
chemistry which I will not go into in 
this paper as it would be much too 
technical for the average reader. 

We must remember that every- 
thing we breathe, handle, see or eat 
is chemical. One can only stand in 
utter amazement when they look at 
a list of products that are processed 
from the crude oils of Alberta. To- 
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morrow brings forth more products, 
not only in the oil industry but in 
every field where chemistry is un- 
folding itself. I would venture to say 
that not a day goes by but what a 
new drug has been developed that 
never existed before, simply by com- 
bining through a very complicated 
process, drugs or chemicals that al- 
ready exist. After all, there is neith- 
er loss nor gain in matter, only a 
change in its form or combination. 

There is a recently devised ma- 
chine which electronically can differ- 
entiate about two million shades or 
tints. Then when one tries to pick 
out and especially name all the 
shades or tints that the small 3c 
stamp of 1870 to 1897 was printed 
in, you have simply asked a very 
big question. Almost every printine- 
saw a different mixture of ink used. 
The same applies to the 10c stamp 
of 1859, which went through no less 
than 27 printings and each one a 
different shade. Just please don’t try 
to place a name on each shade. The 
easiest plan is to match up the tint 
with what you have already in your 
collection, and if it does not match, 
you had better put it in your colier 
tion and forget about a name for it. 

Yes, color is a wonderful thing. 
It is so interesting and so intrig- 
uing.

Every collector has at least one 
stamp of which they know nothing. 
Their friends can supply no infor- 
mation and there is no catalogue or 
any way of finding out its value. 
But it is a stamp so we keep it, 
not knowing what we have. 


Research in old magazines will 
sometimes supply information, but it 
is a long and tiresome job. If all the 
data was put in one book it would 
be convenient. 


It should or could include such 
items as college stamps, locals, ex- 
press labels, philatelic banquet sou- 
venirs and exhibition seals, liquor 
strips, Christmas seals, Easter seals, 
fakes and forgeries, non-adhesive 
revenues, cancellations, postal slog- 
ans, pecancels, telephone franks, 1st 
day covers, postal stationery, semi- 
official airmails, meters and permits, 
etc. 


In the above illustration the lower 
left stamp is probably the one that 
Ed Richardson was enquiring about 
in the “Hollow Tree”. I believe it is 
“Eastman Business College,” and the 
one next to it is “Bryant Stratton 
and Co.”; upper left is dog sled mail. 
The upper right is a mystery and 
could be a product of Samuel Allen 
Taylor as is the British American 
College stamp, Toronto. Bell’s Dis- 
patch has 5 types. The Bancroft is 
probably more of Taylor’s work. 
There are other similar stamps that 
turn up now and then such as “Nut- 


ters, “Kers City Poost”, “Bald- 
win's Railroad Post”, ete., but we 
collectors have no way of finding out 
their value, if any. 

There have been listings in some 
catalogs or booklets of revenues, 
precancels and some of the other 
items mentioned above but the al- 
leged locals, college stamps and vag- 
rant stamps, labels of the dim past 
on this continent, have little, if. any, 
available reference literature. There 
are possibly not enough of these 
vagrants to substantiate a catalog 
and thus have suggested including 
them in a booklet that would include 
some of the other sidelines which are 
better known but’ also somewhat 
neglected in print.

NOTES ON CAPEX 
(Received too Late for July-August 
Issue) 

Toronto, Ont. — Special arrange- 
ments are now being completed with 
the Canadian postal authorities to 
demonstrate four earlier modes of 
carrying mail, that of an Indian 
runner, pony express, stage coach 
and helicopter. This mail will be car- 
ried from a point outside of Toronto 
direct to the Automotive Building on 
Tuesday, September 25th, so arrang- 
ed that all four services will arrive 
at approximately the same time dur- 
ing the afternoon, This is one of 
many features taking place during 
the Canadian International Stamp 
Exhibition being held from Septem- 

ber 21st-29th next. 

Special cachet covers, of this mail, 
will be presented as souvenirs to 
only Life and Sustainine members of 
the Canadian Association for Phila- 
telice Exhibitions, Inc., under whose 
auspices the International Stamp 
Exhibition is being held to commem- 
orate the 100th anniversary of Gov- 
ernment. issued postage stamps in 
Canada as well as the 100th anniver- 
sary of the Postal Administration. 

This news was announced at a 
meeting of the Directors of Capex 
recently held at the home of Presi- 
dent Vincent G. Greene. It was also 
announced that the Canadian Post 
Office Department will issue a phila- 
telic souvenir for distribution to Life 
and Sustaining Capex members and 
other officials. 

It was reported that over 1,300 
frames of stamps have already been 


entered in the Exhibition for com- 
petition covering every section of the 
world. The general breakdown of 
these are as follows: 
Section 1—British North America, 

252 frames, 91 Exhibitors 
Section 2—British Commonwealth, 

212 frames, 70 Exhibitors 
Section 3—United States, 

229 frames, 59 Exhibitors 
Section 4—Europe, 

238 frames, 65 Exhibitors 
Section 5—Central & South America, 

40 frames, 9 Exhibitors 
Section 6—Independent Asia, 

42 frames, 14 Exhibitors 
Section 7—Airmails of the World, 

146 frames, 49 Exhibitors. 
Section 8—General Collections, 

173 frames, 64 Exhibitors 
Other frames containing the world's 
stamp rarities, in the early issues, 
including twelve frames from the 
collection of His Majesty, King 
George VI, will be shown in the 
“Court of Honour”. 

J. N. Sissons reported that to date 
39 booths and 13 lounges have been 
reserved by dealers and_ societies. 
Others are now seeking space and a 
good representation of the trade here 
and abroad is expected to support 
this Exhibition. 

A. Earl Edwards informed the 
meeting that 11 conventions of phila- 
telic and stamp collecting groups 
from various parts of the world will 
be held in conjunction with the In- 
ternational Stamp Exhibition. The 
latest organization to finalize plans 
to convene in Toronto being the 
Essay-Proof Society. 

After careful consideration, a solu- 
tion has been found for the lighting 
problem in the Automotive Building, 
Cliff. R. Shorney of the Building 
Committee reported. He told the 
Directors that there were 6,000 sq. 
yards of glass that would have to be 
covered to protect the stamps from 
the direct rays of the sun. 

Attractive cachet envelopes are 
now available from your favourite 
stamp dealer (or in quantity from 
Capex headquarters) for the 1st Day 
covers. Four new stamps will be is- 
sued on September 24th — 4c, 5c, Te 
and 15c. First Day Cover service will 
be handled by Capex at a nominal 
charge of 5c per cover.

' Take a look.at your Scotts, and 
you will note that the only variety

tioned other than the normal stamp, 
is = ‘pair, one without surcharge”, 

‘We have always known about the 
double and triple surcharge varieties 
of the 2-line surcharge stamp but 
until recently had thought that the 
Single-line variety was relatively 
“pure.” 

It is easy to understand why 
varieties existed of #140 — two-line 
surcharge, — inasmuch as they were 
printed by a private company, — 
The Canadian Bank Note Co., — who 
had to account for every sheet de- 
livered to them, — and since “print- 
ers waste” will occur in any print- 
shop, — that was in the form of 
double and triple surcharges was re- 
turned along with the normal or 
“wood” copies. Only 808 of the ori- 
ginal 1,000 sheets were placed on 
sale at the Philatelic Agency, accord- 
ing to Boggs. 

However, the Single-line surcharge 
was applied by the Government 
Printing Bureau. According to 


Single-line Surcharge men- 


Boggs, 140,000 sheets of 100 were 
turned over to them for surcharging, 


“the work was unsatisfactory, and all 
were destroyed; except 500 picked 
Sheets which were placed on sale at 
the Philatelic Agency in Ottawa.” 

If “all were destroyed, except 500 
picked sheets”, then where did the 
“Reford” varieties come from? In 
fact, where did the variety, listed in 
Scotts come from? Did some one 
do a poor job of “picking”? Are the 
Reford and the Scott varieties from 
the lot supposedly destroyed? Who 
knows the answers? . 

However clouded may be the cir- 
cumstances of their birth,—varieties 
do exist, and. were included in the 
several Reford sales. We list them. 
for, the record. . 

A) Pair, one without . surcharge, 
Scotts #139a. Those in the Reford 
lot came from the top two rows of. 
a lower right pane. The writer’s col- 
lection contains a block of eight with 
the. straight- edge at top, with arrow 
and “R-Guage” in the right margin. 
The top row has no surcharge,.the 
second row has the surcharge a little 
above. the center of the stamp. 

B) Surcharge at top. Slightly de- 
cending to right. In a right margin. 
block the surcharge is across and 
partly above the top of the stamp 
impression. Blocks from the same 
sheet but from the left margin would 
probably be nearly normal, except 
for that slightly descending to right 
feature. 

C) Surcharge Shifted to Right. 
The surcharge actually is across the 
vertical gutter between two stamps. 
The block in the author’s collection 
comes from a lower left pane, as it 
is straight edged at top, with an 
arrow in left margin. 

D) Surcharge Shifted Upwards. 
Instead of the surcharge obliterating 
the value figures and letters at bot- 
tom, it rests at the top of the corner 
value tablets. The author’s piece is 


from an upper right pane, — plate 
No. 117. 
E) Double Surcharge. The first 


surcharge, appearing in about nor- 
mal position but descending slightly 
to right, is somewhat indistinct, — 
almost a “kiss print”. The second 
surcharge is heavy, but. is shifted 
upwards to a position just about one 
third the way from the bottom. The 
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author’s block is a block of eight, 
bearing plate No. 116. 

Other collectors and dealers now 
own other blocks, pairs and singles 
from the Reford collection showing 
these various varieties, I’m sure 
they, like myself, would greatly ap- 
preciate any real authentic informa- 
tion available about the circum- 
stances which permitted these vari- 
eties to “get out”. 


EARLY HANOVER HOME 
ONCE POST OFFICE 





From “The Hanover Post” 
March 1st, 1951. 


The oldest house in Hanover is 
situated at the southeast corner of 
Mary and Sophia streets. This was 
the home of A. Z. (Pap) Gottwals, 
built by him around 1854. The house 
is built of logs, but since his time it 
has been lathed and plastered inside 
and out. 

The building housed MHanover’s 
first post office and general store, 
both operated by “Pap” Gottwals. 
Under the plaster in the house can 
still be seen the holes in the logs in 
which were placed pegs to hold the 
“mail shelves,” simple boards set on 
the pegs. 

The back part of the house is more 
modern. It is made of brick, being 
added to the house at a much later 
date, 

In 1878, Mr. Gottwals sold this 
house to Valentine 
Gottwals then built a small store and 
post office on the southeast corner 
of Main and Mary streets, present 
site of the Baptist Church. Later he 
sold his store, went into the loan 
and insurance business and became 


joint owner of Brittania Metal 
Works. He was also justice of the 
peace, 


Mr. Gottwals first came to Canada 
in 1842, when he settled in Waterloo 
County. He had been born in Penn- 
sylvania in 1815. After seven years 
in Waterloo County, he returned to 
the United States for five years. 
Then, in 1854, he came to Hanover. 

At that time Hanover was mostly 
wilderness. Only two or three settlers 
were in the district then.

But there is one way to combat this 
evil: don't deal with houses that per- 
sist in using meter labels for frank- 
ing their mail.—J. H. V. 


An Ottawa subscriber writes that 
on a recent vacation in the U.S. he 
offered some sheets of mint Cana- 
dian stamps in New York. Of three 
dealers approached, one had more 
than he knew what to do with, an- 
other was overstocked and a third 
dealer said he had a hard time get- 
ting rid of the ones he already had. 
But a fourth dealer would buy yet 
laughed when he was asked face for 
them and said he could buy them at 
a discount from Ottawa. He was told 


that such couldn't be done. “Sure I 
can,” the dealer replied, “with our 
American currency.”

In looking over some strips last 
night I noticed that in a strip of 10 
of the 3c purple (#298) there is a 
variation in the middle pair of about 
1.5 mm. dropping from 1l. to r. Have 
a considerable number of the coils, 
but this is the only pair I found out 
of alignment.

Overprint

‘The need for much of the phila- 
telic research that has been carried 
out on older issues of Canadian 
stamps arose from the fact that, in 
the old days, records of much of the 
information that we now regard as 
being of philatelic importance were 
not preserved. This was understand- 
able. For this reason there are many 
gaps in our knowledge of the older 
issues of Canada — gaps which in 
part, have been filled by the pains- 
taking work of a small group of pa- 
tient enthusiasts who have delved 
and studied for the love and the fun 
of the game. 


When we come to the more recent 
issues, we find, strangely enough, 
still more gaps in our knowledge and 
this inevitably prompts a feeling of 
irritation that this should be so — 
at least in the case of stamps issued 
during the -period in which we have 
been actively collecting; why can’t 


information on modern issues be ob-. 


tained “from the horse's mouth”, so 
to speak? But, alas, that is another 
story! 

A case in point is the 14 cent 
OHMS overprint. This stamp, issued 
during the past two years, in one 
plate only, appeared with the well- 
known “missing period” variety on 
No. 47 of the lower left pane. The 
stamp which originally appeared 
without the period was later offered 
in very limited quantities in dealers’ 
stocks with the “period corrected” 
and this has led to considerable argu- 
ment regarding the genuineness of 
the latter. In other words, was the 
missing period corrected officially or 
unofficially? It is known that the 
error was corrected in the 7, 10, 20 
cent and $1.00 stamps, but not in the 
50 cent lumbering stamp. Unfortun- 
ately, it is not possible to get any 
information as to wheher the error 
on the 14 cent samp was corrected 
officially and we are therefore forced 
to do what we can with the material 
at our disposal, i.e., the stamp itself 


and try to reach a reasonable con- 
clusion. 


Recently through the kindness of 
Mr. V. Wisner of Elberon, N.J., I 
had the opportunity of examining a 
plate block with the corrected dot 
and of comparing it with my four 
blocks and with other supplies of 
this stamp. 


Careful examination under the > 
microscope, up to a magnification of 
x500 and under the ultraviolet lamp, 
failed to show any differences in the 
visible appearance of the ink used in 
the overprint on the blocks without 
the dot and the one with “correct- 
ed” dot; but there was an important 
difference in the position of the over- 
print on the stamps in the two cases. 

In my uncorrected block and in my 
upper left block, the positioning of 
the overprint is as follows: | 


(1) The distance between outside 
edge of left frame to outside left 
edge of the widest part of the 
“o” of the overprint is 9.5 mm.; 


(2) The vertical distance between 
the top edge of the word “cents” 
and the bottom edge of the over- 
print is 7 mm. and, 

(3) The distance between the over- 
prints on two adjacent stamps, 
as measured horizontally from 
the final period of the left over- 
print to an imaginary vertical 
line drawn downward from the 
outside left edge of the widest 
part of the “O” of the right 
overprint, is 23 mm. 


In my upper and lower right plate 
blocks, in three complete upper left, 
upper right and lower right panes 
from the Philatelic Section, Ottawa, 
and in Mr, Wisner's corrected block, 
the above spacings are 8, 5 and 22.5 
mm. respectively. 


These data suggest that there were 
at least two printings of the over- 
print on this stamp, the two print- 
ings differing with respect to posi- 
tion as indicated above, with the dot 
error being corrected in a later print- 
ing; for it seems unlikely that dif- 
ferences of the above magnitude 
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could occur in a single setting of 
the type. 

I may add in closing that the 
thickness of the overprint also shows 
marked difference in the two groups 
described above, that in the latter 
blocks being much heavier than in 
the former; but owing to the fact 
that the thickness of OHMS over- 
prints can vary widely, even on the 
same pane, I would rather not at- 
tach any particular significance to 
the difference in this case. 





U.S. NOTES | 


By Marion Dick Peyton 





The first stamps of the United Na- 
tions will be available for collectors 
early in October according to a re- 
lease from the Press and Publication 
Bureau of the international organ- 
ization. 

The United Nations stamps will be 
issued in sheets of 50. There will be 
no plate numbers, but each sheet will 
show four marginal inscriptions of 
the United Nations emblem and 
“First U.N. Issue — 1951.” 

The marginal inscriptions will ap- 
pear in four positions on each sheet, 
so it will be possible to collect whole 
sheets, blocks or pairs showing four 
positions of the imprint. 

First day covers will be serviced 
on various days of issue, but an an- 


nouncement on this will be made 
later. 
The stamps will be issued in 


groups. The first group will include 
six values of the regular postage 
series having a total face value of 
$1.821%. The second group to be re- 
leased will consist of the 2c, 10c, 15c, 
20c and 50c values of the regular 
postage series. The third group will 
consist of the four airmail stamps. 
Denominations will be 6c, 10c, 15c 
and 25c with a total face value of 56c. 

These stamps are being designed 
by the world’s most talented artists, 
and will be the first of their kind 
ever issued. Many will be in two 
colors, and are destined to be the 
most beautiful ever made. The first 
day covers will have “United Na- 
tions” in five languages just as the 
postage stamps, and are beautiful 


steel engraved covers on paper made 
to last a life time. 

The newest U.S. issues which have 
been received are: 100th Anniversary 
of the Settlement of Nevada, 250th 
Anniversary of the Founding of De- 
troit, and the 75th Anniversary of 
the Statehood of Colorado. The Nev- 
ada and Colorado stamps are in 
beautiful colors, and make fine addi- 
tions to your U.S. album. 

The last stamp in the U.S. 1951 
program will be for the 75th Anni- 
versary of. the American Chemical 


Society and will have its first day at 


New York City, September 4th. 

The Detroit stamp was not on the 
1951 program, and others may be is- 
sued later. Many are being sought 
and who knows? 

The United Commercial Travellers 
are seeking a stamp to commemorate 
their activities. Another one is for 
the 100th Anniversary of the signing 
of the Laramie Treaty between the 
U.S. Government and several tribes 
of Western Indians. The July 4th 
commemorative for the 175th Anni- 
versary of the signing of the Declar- 
ation of Independence was not issued 
because of congressional delay. Rum- 
ors are afloat that a commemorative 
for the centenary of the birth of 
Betsy Ross may be the first issue 
produced in two or more colors. 

The postal authorities have an- 
nounced they do not plan to issue 
any more stamps than have been 
scheduled. The proposed stamps may 
never be issued. 

Information is wanted about the 
“Kicking Mule” cancellation on Can- 
adian covers. Can anyone supply 
some of these covers or information 
about them? Please describe what 
you have, and name towns or cities 
using them. 

First day covers of new U.S. issues 
in the 3c denominations will be sent 
to anyone requesting them. Send 
your request to the writer in care of 
Popular Stamps. 


We note Larry Shoemaker of 
Lakewood, Ohio, is in the running for 
A.P.S. director at large, to replace 
Fred Jarrett of Toronto.

By the time this appears Capex 


will be upon us. I am looking for- 
ward to meeting many of my fellow 
enthusiasts there. It will be a mem- 
orable event. 

The glamor of it will be lent to 
its commemorative (and I can only 
hope they will be worthy of it), but 
I believe more interesting things, as 
far as the plate block collector is 
concerned, are happening at the same 
time; and there is a danger that they 
will be overlooked in the excitement 
of Capex. (Not to mention the stamp 
for the Royal Visit, if it material- 
izes). I refer to the colour changes 
in our regular issue, which are in- 
triging, to put it mildly. Those who 
remember what happened in 1943, 
when plates six, seven and ten of 
the three cent red were reprinted in 
mauve will be interested to know 
that plates six and eleven of the cur- 
rent 4c red are being reprinted in 
orange. (I have seen the plate eleven 
but plate six were not yet available 
at time of writing.). In addition, 
plates twelve and thirteen have ap- 
peared. 

In the two cent stamp a similar 
situation prevails, as plates three and 
four of the black variety have been 
reprinted in green. However, very 
few of the block plates in these num- 
bers have appeared, and my personal 
guess is that they will be good. 

I hope to get posted on the OHMS 
situation at Capex. All I have to re- 
port at the moment is that the elus- 
ive plate 49 Upper Right has finally 
made its appearance. 

That’s all for now — will be seeing’ 
you at Capex! 


THOSE PRIME MINISTERS 

It didn’t take long for the lay and 
other press to remark the switch in 
denomination value of the new Prime 
Minister stamps. It was first an- 
nounced that the Mackenzie King 
stamp was to be the 8c stamp and 
Borden stamp the 4c value. Pre- 
sumably someone figured that it was 
poor stategy for a Liberal govern- 
ment to allow the portrait of a form- 
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er Conservative Prime Minister to 
adorn a stamp more commonly used 
than any other stamp in the series, 
so the Borden stamp came out the 3c 
value instead of the 4c. Perhaps 
someone not politically minded had in 
the first instance concluded the 
Prime Minister with the King’s hon- 
our of “Sir” entitled Borden to the 
4c value. Be that as it may the orig- 
inal plan was switched. Perhaps 
there was an eye to propaganda val- 
ue of seeing more stamps of a Lib- 
eral personage in the mails than that 
of a Conservative. If powers that be 
would have avoided this interpre- 
tation they could have brought out 
a double-sized stamp as was done 
for Laurier and Macdonald in 1927 
and have thereby produced some- 
thing of more philatelic worth and 
less discriminatory. 





ANOTHER CHARGE ACCOUNT 


Mr. H. G. Bertram of Dundas, Ont., 
Writes: As historian for the Dundas 
Historical Society, I came across an 
interesting item which has to do with 
a Post Office in 1858. The slip reads 
as follows,— 

“John Vassie, Esq., 
To the P.O. Dundas, 


1858 
Oct. 31st To two months post- 
age £0-5-9 4 


This is the first time I ever knew 
the Post Office Department kept a 
set of books for customers. 


Editors Note:—In Popular Stamps 
for December, 1949, there is an art- 
icle on a similar charge account at St. 
Andrew’s, N.B., and the query was 
made in that issue if such had occur- 
red elsewhere or was it just a local 
custom. 


I notice on page one of your July- 
August issue that someone has found 
some of the 2c Revised coils to be out 
of alignment. I have a strip of four 
of this variety, which I got from the 
Philatelic Agency around the middle 
of May this year. The three stamps 
on the left of the strip are all of the 
normal alignment, while the fourth 
stamp takes a most definite drop 
down. I’m passing this on for the in- 
formation of the person who first re- 
ported it to you.—lan G. DesBrisay.

#142 — Coil Stamps with OHMS 
Perforations? 

Sometime ago a Calgary, Alberta 
reader reported the discovery there 
of a copy of the 1937 2e coil stamp 
with OHMS perforations. “The stamp 
is on cover, used together with an 
ordinary le stamp, and used in 1940”. 
According to our reader “the per- 
forations appear to be authentic, al- 
though it is difficult to understand 
how coils could be perforated with 
perforating machines designed for 
the perforation of stamps in sheets.” 

Coil stamps have never been re- 
ported previously with OHMS per- 
forations. They were never over- 
printed OHMS. Naturally it would 
have been possible to perforate a few 
coil stamps at a time on the per- 
forating machines. However the fact 
that an ordinary 1c stamp was used 
with this “discovery” brings a slight 
odor to this writer.
